> Please don't combine neutral and white (grounded cond) not always 
true. 


I think it is safe to say that WHITE is the defacto standard for NEUTRAL as 
far as xpower cords* go when one side is tied to ground as in the case of a 
US 120 volt outlet. There are now only two legitmate power cord color 
schemes in use in the US, the old BLACK-WHITE-GREEN and the IEC 
(International Electrotechnical Commision) BROWN-BLUE-GREEN w/YELLOW 
stripe, NEC or not. I think UL and CSA tell us that. 


It's not terribly uncommon for even licensed electricians to reverse the 
line and neutral wires on the 120 volt outlets which is readily detected by 
the three-light testers as happened recently at a company I worked for. 
They also forgot to hook up the EARTH terminal as one electrician did when 
he ran out of crimp lugs to attach to the steel frame inner walls at 
another company twenty years ago. Not to mention connections that break 
off and get improperly reconnected, outlets that get replaced improperly 
and so forth by the hordes of Tim Allen devotees across the techno-scape. 
As Hank does, I always do the check out of outlets when working in a new 
area. Those little testers are worth their weight in solid gold bears.

A GFI (Ground Fault Interruptor) is a device that detects a FAULT CURRENT 
TO GROUND, that is, a current from the hot (LINE) side to ground (EARTH) 
through another path then the intended return (NEUTRAL) to ground. The 
current could be flowing through some hapless BA restorer to the wet 
basement floor or through leaky insulation to a BA's grounded chassis. If 
the fault current is sufficient in magnitude, the GFI opens the hot (LINE) 
side thus saving the ever cautious BA restorer from having to explain his 
near electocution in a posting. Unfortunately the GFI won't protect you 
from a fault current to ground on the secondary side of a transformer. You 
would need another GFI there.

After spending a few hours on the bench, 1 think I can put 
to rest everyone's questions about trying to open up the tiny 
xtal holders that contain the surplus 3579kc colorburst xtals. 


First of all, I have to assume we're talking about the tiny HC-18U 
holder which is .510 inches high by .400 inches wide. Not the 
large HC-6U holder. 

I borrowed a 100w Weller stained glass type soldering iron and 
went to town trying to get the solder to flow. Guess what...... 


there is no solder! Seems the can is either press fit or spot welded 
and all the heat in the world isn't going to break that seal. 


Out comes the Dremel with the cutoff wheel..., no problem, 
cut the can around the base, didn't damage the wires or the xtal, BUT... 
AH HA!!, the raw xtal element is attached to the lead wires with some 


kind of conductive paste at the edge of the xtal. As soon as you pull 
the holder out of the can, you can see two thin metal strips with slots 
that hold the raw xtal element at the edges. (the xtal is round) 

That conductive paste is smeared around the slots where the xtal sits. 
The xtal has some kind of conductive pads on both sides that extends 

to the edges and that's what makes contact with the paste and strips. 

I guess you could try and carfefully remove the xtal, do the pencil thing, 
place it back between the strips hoping there is enough paste left 

to make contact. I even tried to place the round xtal element between 
two plates inside an FT-243 holder..... didn't work. 

The "squat" HC-6U xtals I sucessfully removed the elements from were 
constructed just like FT-243 holders, square element between two metal 
plates, cover with spring to apply pressure. 


To conclude, I think the best approach would be to find the 3579 xtal in 
the larger 

HC-6U holder, take out the element, do the pencil trick and place the xtal 
inside of an FT-243 holder in place of the original element. 


I just checked the latest "All Electronics" catalog and they have 3579 
crystals 

in an HC-33U holder (only 75 cents each!) which is the same size as the 
HC-6U but with wire leads. I'm going to order some and check it out.....

Thanks to all who responded with TV-7 settings for my 12AU7 batch testing. 
I found 12 tubes out of 22 or so that were OK on the TV-7. Still, I 
listen to Hank Van Cleef and tested each in my circuit. Two very weak 


tubes, according to the tester, would still work in the circuit but 
they've been relegated to the last resort pile. Most duds were open 
filaments. These are used in the CU-168/FRR Antenna Coupler, which gives 
me 5 outputs from one antenna input. Four 12AU7's are used in a two stage 
push-pull amp. with transformer output for each of the 5 channels. Works 
well. At the moment, I have a 75A4, R-388, and a TenTec SP325 on line. 
The 12AU7 stash is exhausted in a flash. I'll be buying more. 


There is a terminating resistor on the coupler that can be removed and 
another CU-168 daisy chained for another 5 outputs, so if anyone is 
looking for a new home for a wayward CU-168, I'm adopting...

In re the "IEC" detachable power cords as used on computers and many 
other things (the male chassis connector looks something like a miniature 
version of a British three-pin 13A power plug), you xsometimes* will find 
them used in North America on two-wire 208/220/240V equipment (with a 
suitable plug on the side that goes to the electrical outlet) and in most 
such cases, there's no "neutral" at all; both sides of the line are live 
and both should be protected, preferably with an interlocked breaker that 
will open both sides if either one has too much current drawn. 

This would be a very rare thing for most amateur radio equipment but it 
is not impossible. (And please xdon'tx go try it with your electric dryer 
or linear-amplifier outlet and brand-new Pentium computer, as unforseen 
things might happen--the power supplies in them are often designed in the 
expectation that one side of the power line will be connected back to 
earth: the "neutral" in common parlance, and the white wire in North 
America).

Leakage isn't very likely cathode to grid due to the usually low 
voltages between them. Also, on many of the newer frame-grid tubes 
with very close heater to cathode spacing, attempting a leakage test 
with 230 VAC might well result in immediate arcing and destruction. 
(Even on not-so-modern tubes, this is a substantial risk.) 


The general cause of tube failure is loss of emission by the cathode. 
Next most likely is open filament. 


The textbooks have great details on the mechanisms of tube failure. 
Much is in the classic texts of the 1930s', but some details weren't 
worked out until the tube computer era (1950's).

Gas in a tube will be indicated by emmision of light from withing the 
internal stucture of the tube, i. e., from between the cathode and plate. 
The color of light is usually a pinkish-blue. 

A tube with visible gas glow is very gassy and shopuld be discarded. 


There are two other kinds of light that are commonly emitted by vacuum 
tubes besides the obvious heater glow. The most common is caused by glass 
flourescense. Lead compounds in the glass glow blue when excited by the 
soft x-rays that escape from around the edges of the plate structure. The 
third kind of glow is seen in only a few power tubes like the 7591. It is 
a pale blue flourescense emanating from a coating on the inner surface of 
the plate, the purpose for which I don't understand. Both of these glows 
are normal and are not indications of tube problems. 


>From the descriptions I've given you can see that by close examination of 
the tube you can determine if the tube is gassy. Low gas levels which 
affect tube performance are not visible because the weak glow is drowned 
out by the brighter light of the heater.

It depends on WHERE the blue color originates. If there is a rather DARK 
blue out near the glass, it usually indicates a very good tube with a 
"hard" vacuumn. If there is a lighter-blue glow coming from INSIDE the 
plate area, it indicates a gassy tube, since the electron flow from the 
filament is exciting the gas. The blue glow can also indicate a circuit 
which is drawing too much current from the tube, and/or the tube is 
exceeding its ratings.

In an rx I recently received, the 6CB6 rf tube had been replaced with 
a 6AK5. This is a reasonable sub in that the pinout is more-or-less 
the same assuming that both cathode and suppressor grid are grounded, 
which seems the case in about 90% of the circuits I've seen. The 6AK5 
is good for much higher frequencies, since the 6CB6 is pretty well 
maxed out by about 40 mHz. However, this rx doesn't go above 31 mHz. 
The 6CB6 has rather higher transconductance (8000 vs 5000 for the 
6AK5). Just wondering of this sub was made as a matter of 
convenience, or if there really is an advantage of the 6AK5 here. 


Think I'll swap back anyway, since the 6AK5 is rated for 180 v max 
plate voltage and there is 210 v on the plate in this circuit....
